I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report  on  the  work 
of  your  School  Medical  Service  during  the  year  1932. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  H.  0.  Jennings  in  September 
must  of  necessity  render  the  report  mainly  statistical  in  form. 
On  my  short  acquaintance  with  the  School  Medical  Service, 
I can  only  pay  tribute  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the 
service  has  been  organised,  and  to  draw  attention  to  the  excellent 
results  recorded  in  this  report,  which  are  in  themselves  sufficient 
testimony  to  his  ability.  It  would  have  been  a matter  of  no 
great  surprise,  in  view  of  the  economic  conditions  and  the 
unemployment  in  the  County,  if  the  report  had  been  in  some 
degree  disappointing.  My  predecessor  must  be  congratulated 
upon  the  fact  that  the  results  detailed  in  this  report  have  in 
many  instances  been  even  better  than  in  previous  years. 

A Public  Medical  Service  scheme  was  started  in  Holland 
in  December,  1932,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  secure 
for  the  school  children  the  treatment  which  was  so  often 
difficult  to  obtain  under  previous  conditions. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that,  with  only  one  exception,  our 
cost  per  elementary  school  child  for  school  medical  service 
attention  is  the  lowest  in  England,  I would  like  to  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  achievement  of  the  staff  of  the  school  medical 
services  in  obtaining  such  good  results,  and  express  the  hope 
that  they  will  continue  to  serve  the  County  Council  with  the 
same  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  as  in  previous  years.

REPORT  FOR  1932. 


I. — Staff — 


In  September,  1932,  Dr.  H.  C.  Jennings,  School 
Medical  Officer,  resigned,  and  Dr.  W.  G.  Booth  was  ap- 
pointed in  his  place. 


II. — Go-  or  din  ation — 


The  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Medical  Officer  to  the  Public  Assist- 
ance Committee. 

The  School  Nurses  only  give  part  of  their  time, 
and,  in  their  capacity  as  Health  Visitors,  visit  and  report 
periodically  on  all  children  from  birth  to  five  years  of 
age.  This  continuity  of  supervision  over  the  pre-school 
and  school  child  is  of  the  greatest  value. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  are  also 
Tuberculosis  Officers  ; thus  close  co-ordination  between 
these  services  is  effected. 


III. — School  Hygiene — 

The  Medical  Officers  report  in  detail  upon  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  all  schools  at  each  routine  inspec- 
tion, and  all  defects  found,  together  with  suggested 
remedies,  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons  respon- 
sible. 


It  is  grossly  unfair  to  expect  School  Teachers  to 
teach  Hygiene  to  children  in  schools  which  are  so  often 
examples  of  all  that  is  unhygienic.  The  teachers  cannot 
be  blamed  for  these  conditions,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  financial  state  of  the  country  will  soon  allow  for  some 
expenditure  of  money  on  the  sanitary  conveniences  of 
rural  schools. 
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cFeaniii  Many  excellent  floor  cleaning  preparations  are 

now  on  the  market,  and  it  is  hoped  that  where  possible 
these  will  be  used.  Some  of  them  are  of  an  oily  nature 
in  order  to  lay  the  dust  which  invariably  accumulates  on 
school  floors.  Whilst  from  a hygienic  point  of  view 
these  preparations  have  many  advantages,  it  is  neverthe- 
less advisable  that  the  floors  should  occasionally  be 
scrubbed  with  soap  and  water  in  order  to  remove  the  old 
surface  preparations.  This  would  enable  fresh  cleansing 
material  to  be  applied  to  a clean  surface,  and  would  also 
have  a most  desirable  disinfecting  value.  Other  prepara- 
tions of  an  absorbent  nature  are  used  in  some  schools 
and  are  reported  upon  very  satisfactorily.  The  dust  so 
common  in  school  buildings  is  laid,  and  swept  up  daily. 
They  have  a hygroscopic  basis  and  absorb  the  moisture 
during  the  cleaning  operation.

IY. — Medical  Inspection—

(a)  All  children  within  12  months  of  their  entry 
into  school ;

These  are  routine  groups,  and  in  addition  special 
cases,  submitted  by  parents  or  teachers,  were  examined 
irrespective  of  age,  together  with  all  children  found  to 
be  suffering  from  defects  at  the  previous  inspection  or 
who  "were  absent  from  such  inspection. 

Dull  and  backward  children  and  those  suspected 
of  mental  defect  are  submitted  to  a special  examination. 

All  schools  in  the  County,  both  Urban  and  Bural, 
were  visited  twice  during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officers. 

Forty-three  special  visits  were  also  paid  in  connec- 
tion with  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  sanitary  defects, 
etc. 

The  figures  for  specials  and  re-examinations  are 
also  shown  in  Table  I.,  on  page  22. 


V .-—Findings  of  Medical  Inspection — 

The  complete  return  of  defects  found  during  1932 
is  shown  in  Table  II.  on  page  23. 

Seven  hundred  and  seventy-one  children  were 
found  to  be  unclean  in  head  or  body  or  both.  This  figure 
shows  a decrease  of  382  on  that  for  the  previous  year, 
which  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Notices  to  the  number  of  938  were  sent  to  parents 
to  cleanse  their  children,  and  502  home  visits  were  paid 
by  the  nurses  in  connection  with  pediculosis  examinations.

The  nurses  also  made  35,607  examinations  in  the 
schools  during  routine  pediculosis  inspections,  and  the 
average  number  of  visits  in  connection  with  this  work 
was  six  (6). 

The  number  of  children  found  to  be  suffering 
from  malnutrition  was  11,  a decrease  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  While  this  appears  highly  satis- 
factory one  must  make  due  allowance  for  the  standards 
of  the  medical  officers.  In  view  of  the  change  of  staff 
in  1931,  it  is  not  advisable  to  place  too  much  reliance  on 
this  figure.  Malnutrition  is  not  a mathematical  measure- 
ment, and  until  some  scientific  method  of  assessability  is 
found,  the  figure  is  unreliable  as  a guide  to  the 
nutrition  of  the  school  children. 

A preliminary  investigation  into  the  heights  and 
weights  of  children  of  different  age  groups  has  been  made, 
and,  in  comparison  with  the  records  of  20  years  ago,  would 
appear  to  indicate  that  much  improvement  has  been 
effected  in  the  standard  of  nutrition.  This  examination 
is  being  continued  on  a more  extensive  scale  during 
the  current  year. 

Enlargement  of  the  tonsils  only  was  found  in  611 
cases,  but  of  these  only  59  (10  %)  required  operative 
treatment. 

Twenty-eight  children  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  adenoid  growths,  and  three  of  these  required  treat- 
ment. 


There  were,  however,  317  cases  where  both  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoid  growths  were  present,  and  of  the 
total  number  46  % needed  immediate  operative  treatment. 
Before  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  are  submitted  for  operative 
treatment  under  the  Committee’s  scheme,  a second  exami- 
nation is  made  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  enlargement 
is  not  temporary,  i.e.,  of  an  inflammatory  nature. 

Only  one  child  was  found  to  be  suffering  definitely 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  received  Sanatorium 
treatment. 

There  were,  however,  25  children  whose  condition 
was  such  as  to  warrant  further  investigation,  and  all  these 
cases  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  for 
supervision  and  provision  of  extra  nourishment  where 
considered  necessary. 

One  new  case  of  tubercular  glands  of  neck  was  also 
discovered,  and  five  cases  were  referred  for  observation.

Conjunctivitis  and/or  blepharitis  was  discovered 
in  37  children,  24  of  whom  were  recommended  for  treat- 
ment. 


In  many  cases  of  minor  ailments  the  parents  are 
unable,  owing  to  financial  circumstances,  to  consult  a 
doctor.  Consequently,  treatment  is  frequently  under- 
taken by  the  School  Nurses,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  children  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  visual  defects  of  such  a nature  as  to 
require  examination  by  an  ophthalmic  surgeon,  and  they 
were  consequently  referred  for  the  necessary  treatment. 
One  hundred  and  sixtj^-nine  children  whose  visual  defect 
was  very  slight  are  being  kept  under  observation  in  order 
to  ascertain  whether  the  defect  is  of  a progressive  nature 
or  not. 

There  were  19  children  found  to  be  suffering  from 
squint,  and  all  of  these  were  referred  for  special  treatment. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  cost  of  the  treatment  of 
eye  defects  to  the  county,  and  the  handicap  imposed  upon 
children  in  later  life  by  these  defects,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
school  teachers  will  do  their  utmost  to  make  the  best  use 
of  the  lighting  by  day,  and  to  restrict  book  work  by  artificial 
light  to  the  fullest  possible  extent.  Where  school  buildings 
are  such  as  to  make  the  lighting  at  all  deficient  by  day 
the  possibility  of  outdoor  work  should  be  explored  to  the 
fullest  extent. 

The  placing  of  a plus  1 sphere  before  the  reading 
eye,  as  advised  by  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Enquiry 
into  Problems  connected  with  Defective  Vision  in  School 
Children  was  carried  out  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 
The  practice  has  been  found  of  considerable  value  and 
is  being  continued. 

These  conditions  were  found  in  43  cases,  and,  of 
this  number,  15  were  sufficiently  serious  as  to  require 
treatment  and  were  consequently  referred  for  the  same. 

Children  to  the  number  of  46  were  found  to  be,  to 
a greater  or  lesser  degree,  defective  in  their  speech.

School  Clinic, 
Spalding. 


This  Clinic  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Education 
Offices  at  Spalding,  and  is  open  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday 
mornings  each  week.  Much  use  is  made  of  this  Clinic 
by  teachers  in  the  town,  and  minor  ailments  are  dealt 
with  expeditiously.  During  the  year  356  children  were 
dealt  with,  the  number  of  attendances  being  653.  The 
Clinic  is  also  used  by  the  School  Dentist  as  a treatment 
centre  for  the  Spalding  Schools. 


Donington1110’  This  Clinic  was  open  throughout  the  year,  and  during 
that  time  98  children  were  treated,  making  in  all  186 
attendances. 


Treatment  for  visual  defects  is  provided  by  the 
Committee  by  means  of  clinics  held  at  Boston  and  Spalding. 
Twenty-two  (22)  clinics  were  held  during  the  year,  eleven 
(11)  at  Boston  and  eleven  (11)  at  Spalding. 

The  total  number  of  new  cases  submitted  to  the  oph- 
thalmic surgeon  for  examination  was  405,  and  in  312 
cases  glasses  were  prescribed.  A large  number  of  children 
examined  as  new  cases  did  not  require  change  of  lenses, 
as  the  spectacles  being  worn  were  considered  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

The  spectacles  provided  were  paid  for  by  the  parents 
in  259  cases.  In  19  cases  the  cost  was  remitted  wholly 
or  in  part  by  the  Committee,  and  34  cases  were  standing 
over  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Children  to  the  number  of  409  who  had  had  glasses 
prescribed  on  previous  occasions  were  re-examined. 
Minor  repairs  and  replacements  to  spectacles  have  been 
carried  out  through  the  department  in  79  cases. 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  the  County  Court  in 
6 cases  for  the  recovery  of  the  cost  of  spectacles. 

The  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  states  that  20  children 
of  pre-school  age  have  been  seen  suffering  from  Squint. 
All  of  these  have  shown  material  improvement,  and 
are  being  kept  under  observation.  Glasses  may  be  ordered 
in  due  course. 


Mr.  Cresswell  reports  upon  his  work  as  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  to  the  Committee  as  follows  : —

Of  the  442  cases  seen,  415  were  new  cases  and  were 
ordered  or  already  had  suitable  glasses,  while  27  would  not 
accept  lenses,  or  were  deemed  able  to  get  on  well  without 
them . 

All  cases  having  been  ordered  glasses  have  been 
seen  on  three  occasions. 

Eleven  cases  have  been  operated  upon  for  Squint, 
and  most  have  been  successful,  though  two  cases  are  on 
the  list  for  further  operative  treatment,  the  degree  of 
deformity  being  too  large  to  correct  at  one  attempt. 
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Tuberculosis.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-three  (323)  visits  were 

paid  by  school  children  to  the  Dispensaries  at  Boston, 
Spalding,  and  Donington.  Twenty -three  children  received 
treatment  at  out-County  Sanatoria,  four  being  pulmonary 
and  19  non -pulmonary  cases,  whilst  22  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Holland  Sanatorium. 


Tonsils  and  During  1932  operative  treatment  for  enlarged 

Adenoids.  tonsils  and/or  adenoids  was  carried  out  at  Boston,  Spalding, 
King’s  Lynn,  and  Peterborough  as  part  of  the  Committee’s 
scheme.  The  arrangements  work  very  smoothly. 

This  scheme  provides  for  children  remaining  in 
hospital  for  one  or  more  nights  after  the  operation,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  operating  surgeon.  On  their  return  home 
children  are  kept  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
School  Kurses,  who  advise  parents  as  occasion  may  require. 
In  order  to  ensure  that  the  operation  has  been  successfully 
performed  an  examination  is  finally  made  by  one  of  the 
Medical  Officers. 


Children  to  the  number  of  244  received  operative 
treatment  under  the  Committee’s  scheme.  Twenty-two 
children  also  received  treatment  other  than  under  the 
Committee’s  scheme. 


Dental  Defects  The  marked  difference  in  acceptances  of  dental 

treatment  at  various  schools  is  again  a noteworthy  feature 
of  the  work.  Here  is  a service  designed  in  every  way  to 
assist  the  School  Teacher  in  securing  a school  of  dentally 
fit  children,  a service  which  interferes  with  school  work 
to  an  almost  negligible  degree,  and  which  undoubtedly 
assists  in  keeping  up  the  percentage  of  attendances,  and 
yet  some  teachers  are  able  to  get  almost  100  per  cent, 
acceptances  in  their  schools  whilst  others  have  only  17 
per  cent. 


The  percentage  of  acceptances  of  treatment  has 
fallen  from  41.4%  for  the  previous  circuit  of  the  schools 
to  35.5%  for  the  last  circuit.  This  is  to  be  deplored, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  high  percentages  which  can 
obviously  be  obtained.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  endeavour 
to  improve  matters  in  the  shape  of  new  acceptance  forms 
and  an  exhibit  from  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United 
Kingdom  in  the  principal  centres  of  the  County.  These 
steps  are,  however,  of  little  avail  without  the  co-operation 
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of  the  teachers  in  the  movement,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that,  not  only  for  their  own  sakes,  but  also  for  the  sake 
of  the  children  in  their  charge,  they  will  do  their  best  to 
raise  the  level  of  acceptances  for  dental  treatment.  It 
is  of  interest  in  this  connection  to  note  that  with  an  increase

in  actual  treatment  there  has  again  been  a fall  in  cost 
per  child  treated  from  8s.  Id.  to  7s.  9d.  This  fall  could 
be  even  further  accelerated  by  an  improved  acceptance 
rate.

The  dental  surgeons  devoted  90  sessions  to  inspection 
and  582  sessions  to  treatment  during  the  year.  At  the 
inspections  9,823  children  were  examined,  of  whom 
8,282  (84  %)  were  found  to  require  treatment.  Of  these 
latter  2,854  (34  %)  actually  received  treatment  (see  pages 
30  and  31). 

A general  anaesthetic  was  deemed  necessary  in 
the  treatment  of  22  children  (all  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  County),  and  in  each  case  the  anaesthetic  was  admini- 
stered by  I)r.  Ashworth,  one  of  the  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officers , 
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During  the  year  1,628  Toothbrushes  were  sold 
(at  3d.  each),  as  also  were  2,846  Tins  Toothpaste  (at  Id. 
each)  and  5,259  Refills  of  Toothpaste  (at  3 a Id.). 

The  sum  of  £124  3s.  was  received  as  payment  for 
treatment  given. 

The  following  are  the  reports  of  the  two  School 
Dentists  on  the  work  in  their  areas  : — 


Mr.  Pickles  reports  on  the  work  in  the  north  of 
the  county  as  follows  : — 

“ Owing  to  the  incorporation  of  some  of  the  county 
schools  in  the  Borough  of  Boston  this  year,  the  time 
spent  in  the  north  of  the  County  has  been  reduced  from 
3 to  2 1 days  per  week.  This  is  responsible  for  the  fall 
in  the  figures  for  the  number  of  children  inspected  and 
treated,  which  are  3,076  and  1,055  respectively. 

“ Certain  modifications  have  been  made  in  the 
treatment  of  temporary  teeth.  Silver  nitrate  has  been 
applied  as  a conservative  measure  in  206  cases,  with 
excellent  results.  This  has  the  great  advantage  when 
dealing  with  young  or  nervous  children  in  that  it  entails 
less  discomfort  than  filling.  It  also  forms  a useful  com- 
promise in  cases  where  the  parents  flatly  refuse  to  have 
any  fillings  done  for  their  children,  and  numerous  teeth 
have  been  saved  in  this  way  which  would  otherwise  of 
necessity  have  been  extracted. 

“ There  is  still  far  too  much  prejudice  against  dental 
treatment,  and  the  filling  of  teeth  in  particular.  In 
consequence,  further  steps  are  being  taken  to  educate 
the  children  in  the  care  of  their  teeth.  An  offer  by  the 
Dental  Board  to  give  a series  of  talks  and  demonstrations 
on  dental  matters  has  been  accepted  by  the  county  authori- 
ties. I strongly  recommend  that  parents  be  invited  to 
attend  these  where  possible,  as  the  decision  for  or  against 
treatment  usually  rests  with  them. 

“ I should  like  to  thank  Nurse  Simpson  for  her 
invaluable  assistance,  and  also  the  other  members  of  the 
medical  and  teaching  staffs,  who  have  done  all  they 
could  to  make  my  initiation  into  the  service  a pleasant 
one.” 
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Mr.  Hendry  reports  on  the  work  in  the  south  of 
the  County  as  follows  : — 

“ With  this  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  Dec., 
1932,  on  the  work  of  the  School  Dental  Service  in  the 
south  of  the  County,  my  second  circuit  of  the  area  is  com- 
pleted. 


“ During  the  year,  as  the  result  of  a new  method 
of  inspection,  fewer  sessions  were  devoted  to  inspection 
and  considerably  more  added  to  the  number  of  treatment 
sessions. 

“ The  number  of  children  inspected  was  6,747, 
and  of  these  5,650  were  referred  for  treatment.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  over  2,200  in  the  number  of 
children  inspected  as  compared  with  1931.  A gratifying 
proportional  decrease  in  the  number  referred  for  treatment 
is  shown,  for  whereas  in  1931  89  % of  those  inspected 
required  treatment,  in  1932  83  % were  referred.  This 
is  a favourable  indication  that  the  dental  health  of  the 
children  in  the  area  is  improving. 

4 4 Not  so  gratifying,  however,  is  the  number  actually 
accepting  treatment,  for  though  more  children  were 
inspected  the  number  accepting  did  not  increase  in  pro- 
portion. Nearly  200  more  were  treated  than  in  1931, 
but  the  number  is  not  yet  satisfactory,  and  I am  of  opinion 
that  extensive  propaganda  is  required  to  enlighten  the 
parents  and  to  bring  them  to  realise  their  responsibility 
of  attending  to  the  dental  health  of  their  children. 

“ Fillings  done  during  the  year  totalled  3,748, 
and  extractions  1,485 — an  increase  in  the  former  of  994 
and  a decrease  in  the  latter  of  904  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  Conservative  treatment  is  most  important, 
and  I stress  this  in  every  case  where  treatment  is  necessary. 
The  popular  fallacy  that  deciduous  or  first  teeth  must  be 
extracted  as  soon  as  decay  appears  is  gradually  being 
supplanted  by  the  knowledge  that  their  retention  until 
shed  naturally  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  ensure 
perfect  health. 

“ Many  of  the  free-place  and  scholarship  children 
at  the  High  Schools  and  Grammar  Schools  attend  for 
inspection  and  treatment,  and  in  this  way  the  standard 
of  dental  health  they  received  from  previous  treatment 
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Out-of-school 

Training. 


is  maintained.  They  are  encouraged  to  come  up  for 
inspection  annually,  and  they  then  obtain  the  necessary 
treatment,  for  as  yet  there  is  no  scheme  of  organised 
inspection  of  these  children. 

“ Several  children  of  pre-school  age  have  been 
seen  and  treated,  and  advice  has  been  given  in  many 
other  cases  referred  from  the  child  welfare  centres. 

“ I found  that  a general  anaesthetic  was  necessary 
in  22  cases  of  acute  dental  sepsis,  and  in  each  case  it  was 
administered  by  Dr.  Ashworth.  As  there  was  no  apparatus 
for  the  administration  of  nitrous  oxide  permanently  at 
the  Spalding  School  Clinic,  one  has  recently  been  acquired 
at  a small  cost,  and  it  has  proved  highly  efficient.  I 
should  like  here  to  thank  Miss  Eobinson  for  her  help  in 
bringing  children  from  outlying  districts  to  the  Clinic  for 
such  treatment. 

“ In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  Miss  Tenney’s  services,  and  to  thank  the  medical 
staff  and  head-teachers  for  their  continued  co-operation.” 

IX. — Open-air  Education — 

There  are  no  open-air  schools  in  the  area,  but  in 
many  schools  lessons  are  given  in  the  playgrounds  during 
the  summer  months.

Special  accommodation  for  such  children  within 
the  County  is  a necessity. 


XVIII. — Secondary  Schools —

Medical  Inspections  take  place  at  all  these  schools 
three  times  a year  (termly),  and  there  is  no  discrimination 
between  fee-paying,  scholarship,  or  free-place  scholars 
as  far  as  these  examinations  are  concerned. 

Each  pupil  is  submitted  to  a full  medical  inspection 
as  an  entrant,  and  again  during  the  term  in  which  the 
fifteenth  birthday  is  reached.  All  cases  in  which  defects 
are  found  are  reported  to  the  parents  in  writing  and 
followed  up  in  school  by  the  Medical  Officers  from  term 
to  term. 

There  are  no  arrangements  for  following-up  such 
as  are  in  operation  in  the  elementary  schools.  If  such 
work  were  to  be  undertaken  an  increase  in  the  strength 
of  the  nursing  staff  would  be  absolutely  necessary. 

Dental  and  ophthalmic  (refraction)  treatment, 
also  operative  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils  and/or 
adenoids  are  available  only  for  pupils  holding  scholarships 
or  free  places,  and  then  only  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Head  Masters  and  Mistresses.  In  all  these  cases  the 
parents  are  charged  the  same  amounts  for  such  treatment 
as  obtain  in  the  elementary  schools.
